Chinese women have known (all 
along that they were anybody's in- 
tellectua) equals. . But at last they 
fecl that they have proved it, even 
to the satisfaction of a ‘skeptical 
Western world. — Their proof has 
arrived in New York in tho person 
of Dr. Soo-tslng F. C. Woo, who 
came to this country to be tho first 
Chinese woman to" receive an 
honorary degree from “an American 
university. Moreover, in 1926, Dr. 
Woo was the first Chinese woman 
to be decorated by the British 
Government for her prowess in the 
educational fleld. . 

Dr. Woo, dignified, endrpetic, 
learned, Is as thrilled as a young 
school girl over her first diploma— 
und’ yet she was graduated from 
Oxford, studied at Columbin, and 
has been President of a junior col- 
lege for girls In China for over 17 
yenrs.

But she Is unspoiled, and can stil! 
wrinkle up her round expressive face 
with a smile and tell you that she 
was “terribly thrilled.” Her de- 
gree waa awarded by: the University 
of: Southern California—the degree 
of Doctor of Pedagogy. Thé cere- 
mony was held in the tremendous 
stadium in Los Angeles in which 
the Olympic’ games were’ held Inst 
summer. Dr. Woo was ‘placed in the 
first aix to be honoured, and found 
among her colleagues of: the mortar 
bord the Commander of the United 
States Fleet, 

Why was she chosen to recelve the 
degree? Dr. Woo smiled broadly 
when she was asked that during’ an 
interview in the Waldorf Astoria.

“They are especial- 
ly fond of swimming,” .ahe sald. 
“Each year: they enter the . Hong 
Kong swimming races, and almost 
every tlme one of my girls is ‘the 
winner of the Chinese Club swim 
across the harbour.” :

The chossis has a wheel base of 
16 feet 6 inches and sn” over-all 
length of approximately 33 - fect.

When fully 
loaded: it has a ground. clearanco of 
six inches under the. rear, axle.
